AN EDITORIAL ON AN 


INAUGURAL SPEECH. 

Abraham Lincoln was inaugurated President of 
the United States March 4, 1861, and sixty-five 
years ago today Tus Tawene published the follow- 
ing editorial, which is here republished to reveal for 
present understanding the source of the elemental 
policies which govern this newspaper: 

We are quite sure that no document can be 
found among American state papers embodying 
sounder wisdom and higl.er patriotism—breathing 
kindlier feelings to all sections of the country, or 
stamped with firmer purpose to maintain the Union 
and constitution inviolate—than the inaugural ad- 
dress of President Lincoln. The terseness which 
characterizes all hie utterances is unusually 
marked in this most important message to the 
whole people. * 

The unblemished integrity which has given him 
the popular sobriquet of Honest Abe shines forth 
in every line and-syllable. The excellence of heart 
which has endeared him to so many thousands of 
his countrymen gives to the whole a glow of living

Five degrees 
Fahrenheit is 27 degrees below freezing. 
These opinions are the results of experi- 
ments made by Sehwartz, of the Bureau 
of Animal Industry, and are published 
under the authority of the secretary of 
agriculture. 


Rats were’ fed meat that was highly 
infested .with trichinous rabbit meat. 
But beforé it was fed; the meat was put 
in water which waé heated until it be- 
gan to boil. The rats neither svffered 
from acute poisoning: of any sort nor 
did they subsequently develop trichinosis 
nor any other’ disease.

Another batch of rats was fed highly 
infested hog meat which, however, was 
cooked in the ordinary way before it 
was fed. Two other sets of rats, one 
set of dogs and one set of cats were fed 
badly infested pork which had been 
frozen for 25 days at the temperature 
given above. None of the animals in 
any batch was made sick in any way: 


The conclusion was, that “pork in 
which trichina have been destroyed by 
cooking, or by some other method known 
to devitalize trichina, will not produce 
any of the symptoms characteristic of 
trichinosis, or other harmful effects.” 
So much for the safety of trichinous 
meat -and’ the opinion of Schwartz 
‘thereon.. 

Recently we have been regaled with a 
lot of false, deceiving statements about 
pasteurization. Some old, fallacious 
statements dead and buried for years 
have been'dug up and made to parade 
the streets in their funeral robes, We 
have road about “ drinking grave yards,” 
“ sickness due to eating cooked bac- 
teria,” and a lot of similar rot used to 
seare the peeple about 15 to 20 years 
ago. As a matter of fact, the danger 
from eating cooked bacteria is no great~- 
er than the danger of eating -cooked 
trichina. But how the matter does lend 
itself to the uses of the demagogue! 
Recently a correspondent had a fit 
about the dangers of chewing gum. He 
had seen the crude product as it was 
gathered in a far away country. He 
saw -ffiany kinds of insects and other 
stuff in it. His imagination was knock- 
ing his stomach blooey! Of course, that 
super imagination of his was merely a 
limping paralytic. 

My mind runs back to. bacteria and 
organic matter“and their relationship to 
all foods. Much of this organic matter 
that enters into foods was at some stage 
more loathsome than trichina, tubercle 
bacillijand insects in gum antecedents.
